Allied . Enemy Deaths 
Are Higher for W eek 

SAIGON, Jan. 23 (AP) — Tihe number of battle deaths in 
the Vietnam war increased again last week among Amer- 
ican, South Vietnamese, and enemy forces, the U.S. and 
South Vietnamese commands announced today. 

■ A South Vietnamese communique said enemy activity 
remained at about the same level as the previous week 
in the III and IV Corps zones that stretch west from 
Saigon to the Cambodian border and southward to all 
of the Mekong Delta. 

The IP.S. Command said that, while there have been no 
major actions since the first of the year, there have been 
hundreds of small fights that caused mounting casualties. 

U.S. headquarters said American casualties last week 
raised to 30,199 the number of U.S. military personnel 
killed in action in Vietnam since Jan. 1, 1961. In that 
same period, 195,601 Americans have been wounded and 
another 1258 are missing or captured. 

The Command said at least 436,556 enemy have been 
killed in the eight-year period.
